Five Men Have Been Arrested 
in Madrid. 


Dynamite Cartridges Found—One of the 
Men Arrested Says He Was 
Told to Throw Them 
at the King. 


MADRID, May 18—An Anarchist plot 
against King Alfonso has been discovered, 
and five arrests have been made. 

One of the men arrested is Gabriel Lopez, 
an employe of an insurance company. Nine 
dynamite cartridges were found on the 
premises where Lopez was arrested. He 
gays he received a package of cartridges 
from another Anarchist, with instructions 
to throw them at the moment of the pass- 
age of the royal carriage in yesterday’s 


procession, 
The other prisoners are a medical stu- 
@ent, 2 printer, a carpenter, and a mason. 
The cartridges are being analyzed by 


military experts. 
According to the newspapere here, the 
police have had an inkling of an Anarchist 


plot against the King since last March, and 
in April they discovered an Anarchist meet- 
ing place in a fashionable quarter of Ma- 
érid. 

Three Andalusian Anarchists arrived here 
on May 2 and were arrested shortly after 
their arrival. After these arrests it was 
learned that Lopez, a doorkeeper employed 
at an insurance company’s office in the 
Carrera San Geronimo, on the route of yes- 
terday’s royal procession and near the 
Chamber of Deputies, had a number of 
cartridges, believed to be of dynamite, in 
his possession. Lopez was arrested at 3 


o'clock yesterday morning. He is a man 
of middle age. He was examined before a 
Magistrate this morning, when he declared 
that the man who gave him the cartridges 
and told him to throw them as the royal 
coach passed was Francisco Suarez. 

Suarez is notorious for the part he played 
in an attempted attack upon the late Pre- 
mier Canovas del Castillo, seven"years ago, 
when he accompanied an Anarchist named 
Ruiz, who intended to explode a bomb in 
Sefior Canovas del Castillo’s garden. The 
bomb exploded prematurely, Ruiz was 
killed, and Suarez was badly injured. He 
Was committed to prison for seven years, 
end has only recently been liberated. Lopez 
was confronted to-day with Suarez, and ac- 
cused the latter of giving him the dynamite 
cartridges. This Suarez denied. 

Nene of the four other men arrested In 
conhection with the affair denies being an 
Anarchist. 

According to the Heraldo some vacilla- 
tion was shown by certain men who re- 
cently attended an Anarchist meeting here, 
whereupon Carpentes Palacios, one of 
the Anarchists taken into custody, said: 
“We must decide. At the King’s oath 
taking we must not allow ourselves to be 
called cowards.”

Two Bullfights Yesterday—Gala Opera 

at the Royal Theatre—The King’s 

Address to the Army and Navy. 

MADRID, May 18.—During the ceremon- 
fes yesterday attendant upon the accession 
of King Alfonso, the Queen Mother was 
seen several times to wipe the tears from 
her eyes when the King received the ova- 
tions of the people. 

A pretty incident occurred while the royal 
procession was passing through the streets 
of the city. After the royal coach left the 
Chamber of Deputies a group of girls ap- 
proached the carriage and one of them 
offered a bouquetof roses and carnations 
to his Majesty, while her companions re- 
leased & number of doves. Several of tne 
birds flew to the royal coach, and one of 
them was caught by the King. His Majes- 


ty accepted the bouquet and warmly 

anked the donors. 

There was a touching incident as the 
members of the royal party were leavin 
the Chamber of Deputies. All of them ha 
left the Chamber, with the exception of the 
King and the Queen mother, when his ar 
esty instinctively stepped aside to permit 
his mother to pass first. But the Queen 
mother moved back and motioned to her 
son that it was his place to go before her 
now that her regency had ended and that 
he reigned as King.

The Court and diplomatic representatives 
here attended the laying of the foundation

this afternoon. The ceremony was per- 
formed by the King. 

A gala performance of “‘Don Juan” at 
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the Royal Theatre was given to-night. It 
was the production of this foreign opera by 
a cast almost exclusively foreign that 
caused the Society of Dramatic Authors to 
send a circular to all the theatres in Spain 
prohibiting them from giving perform- 
ances yesterday. 

Madrid Was generally illuminated  to- 
rT obs and fireworks were witnessed froin 
different points of the city. 

An address from the King to the army 
and navy was issued this morning. It reads 
as follows: 

At the moment I myself assume com- 
mand of the army and navy I perform a 
duty that fills me with great satisfaction. 
As King, as General, as a Spaniard, and as 
your fellow-citizen, I salute you. Valor, 
courage, energy, perseverance, discipline, 
patriotism—you have all of these. For the 
welfare and the prosperity of the country I 
shall live quite close to you and always be 
with you in moments of peril. History will 
speak of me when it deals with you. Al- 
ways do your duty for the greatest splendor 
of the nation and you may reckon upon the 
affection of your King.” 


Celebration by Spaniards in Manila. 
MANILA, May 18.—The coronation of 
King Alfonso was celebrated with much 
ceremony yesterday by all the Spanish res- 


idents of Manila. Acting Civil Governor 
Wright represented the United States Gov- 
ernment at the principal function. 


DETROIT GIRL’S DEATH 
AT FIFTH AVENUE HOTEL. 


Miss Julia H. Williams Takes an Over- 
dose of Strychnine, and Expires 
in Her Fiance’s Arms. 


Miss Julia Hanna Williams of Detroit, 
said to be a relative of Senator M. A. 
Hanna of Ohio, was poisoned by strychnine 
tablets at the Fifth Avenue Hotel yester- 
day, and died in the arms of her fiancé, 
Pitts Duffield, a native of Detroit, and a 
writer'on a magazine in this city. She 
was a sufferer from consumption, and the 
tablets of which she'took an overdose had 
been prescribed for her, it is said, by a 
physician at Saranac Lake. 

Miss Williams developed incipient con- 
sumption about three years ago, and was 
sent to Colorado, where she made her resi- 
dence and voted at the eleation last Fall. 
Thence she went to Saran Lake, this 
State. On Saturday, with her mother and a 
maid, she arrived in New York en route to 
Atlantic City, and the party engaged a 
suite of rooms on the third floor of the ho- 
tel. 

Mr. Duffield called on Miss Williams on 


Saturday night, and she seemed to be in ex- 
cellent spirits. She arose early yesterday 
and was dressed by her maid, who gave her 
one of the strychnine tablets. Then the 
maid left the room to see about breakfast, 
and when she returned found Miss Williams 
in convulsions, A glance showed the maid 
that nine strychnine tablets that had been 
in the box had disappeared, and she called 
Mrs. Williams, who, despite her excitement, 
was able to recollect that her daughter had 
told her she would take some strychnine 
tablets to relieve a headache. Dr. D. P. 
Pease of 9 West Twenty-fourth Street was 
summoned, and in the meantime Mr. Duf- 
field, who lives at 28 East Twenty-eighth 
Street, arrived. 

Miss Williams was conscious when Dr. 
Pease reached her side, and he says she at 
once said to him: 

oe took an overdose of the strychnine 
pilis.”’ 

He administered antidotes for strychnine 
poisoning, but all his efforts to save her 
were unavailing and she expired within 
half an hour. 

"There is no mystery about the case at 
al.” said Dr. Peage.: “It. was +imply. an 
overdose of strychnine pilis and they were 
not taken with suicidal intent."’ 

Mr. Duffield, who is a son of Gen. H. M. 
Duffield of Detroit, said that there was 
no reason in the least for supposing that 
Miss Williams took an overdose of strych- 
nine intentionally. 

“She was not in the slightest degree 
despondent,”’ he said, * but rather the re- 
verse. She was very much better than she 
had been for some time, and her physician 
had ordered her to the seaside as an aid 
toward her final convalescence. She was in 
very good spirits regarding the future. 

‘* Miss Williams was in the habit of tak- 
ing the strychnine’ whenever she felt that 
she needed it, and the usual quantity she 
took was only one-sixtieth of a grain. 
Such a tiny quantity is very easy to over- 
estimate. She had no idea she had taken 
too much of the drug until the symptoms 
began to develop, and when her mother 
asked her if she thought such could be the 
case she replied that she didn't know.”’ 

Coroner Jackson directed Dr. O'Hanlon to 
make an examination, and after learning 
the history of the case and the facts cited 
above decided that an autopsy was unnec- 
essary.

ngton, Conn., arrived at the hotel last 
night. She, her mother, and Mr. Duffield 
will take the body to Detroit this morning.

DETROIT, Mich., May 18.—Miss Williams 
was.a daughter of the late N. G. Williams, 
in s lifetime a leading commission mer- 
chant here, and very wealthy. Her brother, 
N. G. Williams, Jr., is Secretary of the 
Detroit Twist Drill Company. Her maternal 
grandfather was Lieut. Col. V. C. Hanna, a 
paymaster during the civil war, and a close 
friend of the late President Lincoln. The 
Willlams family is one of the best known 
in the city. 


GEN. EAGAN’S VICTORY. 


Courts Give Him Title to 2,500,000 
Acres of Land in Western Mexico. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PHOENIX, Arizona, May 18.—After a 
long and bitter struggle in the Mexican 
courts and on the Mexican plains Gen. 
Charles P. Eagan, ex-Commissary General 
of the United States Army, has won pos- 
session and clear title to 2,500,000 acres of 
mining land in Western Mexico. The prop- 
erty is large enough and rich enough to 
make a European kingdom. 

Almost immediately after he was court- 
martialed, Eagan came to the Far West, 
and after a brief interval became involved 
in a harder fight if less bloody than any 


of his army career. Allied in this struggle 
for a Monte Cristo prize were Alvinza 
Hayward and Charles D. Lanne, millionaires 
and mining magnates of California. His 
opponent was Charles C. Greene, once a 
rospector in Alaska, now the “ Copper 
King of Arizona.” 

With pistols and rifles, cowboys and Mex- 
ican troops, the struggle has truly been a 
border melodrama, and when a few days 
ago the Mexican Federal Court rendered a 
decision upholding Gen. Eagan’'s right to 
the land in dispute it settl what threat- 
ened to become a tragedy of large propor- 
tion with probable serious international 
complications. 

The territory for which this contest was 
waged in the courts and on the backs of 
broncos embraced vast fields of coal in 
Sonora, within the boundaries of the John- 
son Land Grant. Greene and Eagan were 
in the field, and each claimed priority of 
discovery. Each rushed machinery and 
men to the country and began to put in 
operation vast_plans for railroad bullding, 
mining, &c. The bitter fight which was 
waged in and out of Mexican courts was 
complicated by the confused state of the 
Mexican mining laws.

Speculation Over Secretary Eas- 
ley’s Visit to Hazleton. 


Catholic Priest Persuades Miners of His 
Parish to Take an Oath to Ab- 
stain from intoxicants. 


HAZLETON, Penn., May 18.—The visit 
of Ralph M. Easley, Secretary of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation, to strike head- 
quarters and his conference with Presi- 
dent Mitchell of the United Mine Workers 
late last night were the only incidents of 
any importance that Claimed the attention 
to-day of the labor leaders and others 
around the Valley Hotel. As neither Mr. 
Easley nor Mr. Mitchell would say any- 
thing regarding their meeting, there was 
much speculation as to the object of the 
visit of the Secretary of the Civic Federa- 
tion. 

Mr. Easley laughed at the stir which 
his arrival caused, and sald there was not 
the slightest significance attached to his 
trip here. He reiterated that he come here 
merely to look over the ground and to 
keep himself informed of the general sit- 
uation. He denied that he brought a plan 
for the settlement of the strike or a mes- 
sage from Senator Hanna or any other 
member of the Civic Federation. Mr. Eas- 
ley also said he carried no message back 
with him from Mr. Mitchell. He would not 
discuss his visit to Mr. Hanna at Wash- 
ington on Friday. 

His talk with the miners’ National lead- 
er last night lasted two hours. He again 
saw Mr. Mitchell for a few minutes this 
morning and left for New York at 10 A. M. 

Despite the denials of the labor leaders, 
the members of the Civic Federation, and 
the coal operators, all of whom have thus 
far rigidly adhered to the policy of a 
lutely refusing to anticipate any move in 
connection with the strike, it is believed 
here that the Federation is quietly prepar- 
ing to receive any proposition that might 
possibly be offered by either side. This be- 
lief is strengthened by the fact that only 


twenty-four hours had elapsed from the 
time the conference was held at Washing- 
ton between Senator Hanna, President 
Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor, who is also a member of the Civic 
Federation, and Mrs. Easley, and the lat- 
ter’s arrival here, 

Absolute quiet reigned at headquarters 
and throughout the Lehigh Valley. Al- 
though this was Sunday there was little 
rest for President Mitchell and his two 
secretaries. Excepting Mr. Easley, he had 
no visitors, and he gave his uninterrupted 
attention to a large batch of mail pertain- 
ing to the strike in the anthracite field 
and to miners’ business in bituminous lo- 


calities, 

Clergymen of nearly ajl denominations 
in their sermons to-day touched more or 
less on the strike. The great struggle was 
generally deplored, and the hope was held 
out that. though the strike may cause much 
suffering for a time, it may in the end 
result in great good for both capital and 
labor. There was an impressive scene at 
each of the masses at St. Gabriel's Roman 
Catholic Church, in this town, This is the 
church of which the Rey. E. 8. Phillips, 
the miners’ champion in the strike of 1900, 
was the rector. Following out President 
Mitchell's request that all mine workers 
abstain from visiting saloons, the Rev. 
James V. Hussie asked all the members of 
the parish to take an oath to abstain from 
the use of intoxicating liquors during the 
wohey of the strike. Extremely few re- 
used. At the principal service at 10:30 A. 
M. every person in the church, which was 
crowded, stood up and took the oath. At 
vespers the oath was administered to those 
who were not present at the morning serv- 
ices. Father Hussie delivered a strong ser- 
mon to the mine workers. He told them 
that now that they have struck they must 
stand together for the cause. 

The strike now enters upon its second 
week. The week just ended was the first, it 
is said, in the history of the hard coal trade 
that no coal was mined in any part of the 
region. No disturbance of any consequence 
has been reported anywhere. President 
Mitchell will establish headquarters at the 
Hotel Hart at Wilkesbarre to-morrow aft- 
ernoon or evening, where he will probably 
remain until the strike is ended. In about 
a week President Mitchell will pay a brief 
visit to his home in Spring Valley, Ill., and 
will stop at National headquarters at In- 
dianapolis on his return to the anthracite 


region. 4 

President Mitchell said to-day that he 
could not yet say when the special Na- 
tional Convention, to be called for the pur- 
pose of gg re the advisability of in- 
volving the bituminous miners in the an- 
thracite strike, will be held. He has not 
yet received the consent of the two districts 
still needed to make up the five that are 
necessary under the rules to call a special 
convention. 

All the local trades unions in this region 
met to-day and decided to stand by the 
miners in their struggle.

MINERS MUST PAY CASH. 


Dealers in Foodstuffs Will Close Credit 
Systems To-day—Other Work- 
ers Affected. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., May 18.—To- 
morrow the wholesale houses throughout 
the coal region will close their credit sys- 
tems and insist upon cash payments. This 
means that the retailers will have to pay 
cash for all the foodstuffs they buy, and 
in self-preservation they must force the 
striking mine workers to pay cash also. 

Not only will this directly affect the 
strikers, but the many thousands of mill 
hands, railroaders, and other wage earners 
compelled to be idle owing to the strike. 
Figures showing the amount of sales of 
foodstuffs by the wholesalers of the an- 
thracite region during a year are as fol- 


lows. 

Wilkesbarre, $4,800,000; Scranton, $6,- 
100,000; Carbondale, $1,200,000; Pittston, 
$800,000; Hazleton, $1,900,000; Pottsville, 
$1,700,000; Shamokin, $1,800,000; Mahanoy 
City, $1,200,000; other towns, $2,000,000; 
total, $21,500,000. 


COAL MARKET TIGHT. 


Philadelphia Has Only 70,000 Tons of 
Anthracite—The Price Up 50 Cents. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 18.—The coal 
market here has become tight and retailers 
are declining to fill orders except for reg- 
ular customers, who are restricted to lim- 
ited quantities. A rough estimate puts the 
supply of anthracite here at 70,000 tons. 
Some dealers have considerable stocks of 
soft coal. Orders for steam coal are hard 
to place and — industries are practical- 
ly forced by the dealers to take soft. 

Nominally the price is up only 50 cents, 
but deliveries are only in small quantities, 
and there is not much choice as to sizes. 
It is almost impossible to obtain pea coal, 
and householders are obliged to buy the 
higher-priced sizes. 

number of retail dealers, when asked 
how long the supply would last, were al- 
most unanimous in the opinion that it 
would take careful husbanding to keep 
Philadelphia in fuel for three weeks. This 
cannot be done Unless many factories burn 
soft coal. 


WATCHING FOR SOFT COAL. 


Health Inspectors, Fearing an Anthra- 
cite Famine, Plan to Force Ordi- 
nance Violations Into Court. 

The danger of the introdiction of soft 
coal in the factories and steam plants of 
the city has stirred the Health Board into 
action in the matter. It was learned yes- 
terday that several Inspectors of the 
Health Department have been out for some 
time finding out exactly how far the ordi- 
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nance against soft coal is likely to be vio- 
lated in case of an anthracite famine. 

Ernest J. Lederle, President of the Health 
Board, said that in case of violations of the 
law the courts would have to take up the 
matter. In the meantime the various steam 
plants throughout the city would be 
watched. 

‘“‘There are two methods of proceeding,” 
he continued, ‘“‘one in the ctfvil courts, 
where a fifty-dollar’ fine is provided for 
each offense. The other is a proceeding 
in Special Sessions under the criminal law. 
It must be understood, however, that not 
the burning of soft coal, but the nuisance 
caused by the burning of soft coal was the 
thing the ordinance was directed against.”’ 

At the storage yards of the Third Avenue 
elevated railroad, One Hundred ard Twen- 
ty-ninth Street and Third Avenue, it was 
stated yesterday that stock was on hand 


which might last for a week or more for 
the seventy-odd locomotives on the line 
and the powerhouses of the electric plant. 
There were contracts besides which might 
guarantee five or six weeks’ supply in ad- 
dition. Then there was nothing in sight. 
The same conditions existed at the storage 
yards of the Sixth and Ninth Avenue lines, 

The Civic Federation, notwithstanding 
the refusal of the coal operators to either 
make any concessions or consent to arbi- 
tration, is still hoping that it may accom- 
plish something yet to bring about an end 
of the strike. Charles A. Moore of the 
Conciliation Committee of the Federation 
said the committee was still keeping in 


' touch with Senator Hanna on the subject. 


He was in favor of sending a committee of 
experts to the mines to find out exactly 
the nature of the grievance. 

Oscar 8. Straus, also of the committee, 
was of the opinion that, as the miners were 
willing to submit the matter to arbitration, 
the operators ought to consent to do the 
same. Ps 

The subject was brought up at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Central Federated 
Union by Delegate Hanna of the Blue 
Stone Cutters, who submitted a _ resolu- 
tion calling upon the city to enforce the 
soft-coal ordinance to protect public health 
and to arouse public sentiment against the 
operators. 

Morris Brown of the Cigar Makers op- 
posed the resolutions on the ground that 
to carry out the law in such a case would 
be a hardshi 

Delegate Hanna replied: 
moving this resolution is to protect the 
health and lives of the citizens. It would 
arouse public sentiment to pass these reso- 
lutions, and this would speedily end the 
strike.” 

“If soft coal is to be used generally 
here,”” said Delegate McMahon, “it will 
increase the death rate and spoil our beau- 
tiful city. Poor men can go on burning 
soft,coal anyway. It will not affect them. 
It ig the big factory chimneys, the locomo- 
tive engines, and steam plants with the 
volumes of smoke they create that cause 
the nuisance.”’

TAMMANY’S VACANT CHAIR. 


Carroll Interests Said to Control Ten 


of the Thirty-six Executive 
Committeemen. 

Whether a committee or a leader will 
direct Tammany Hall will be decided upon 
at the meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee next Thursday. Several district lead- 
ers conceded this would be the outcome, 
and all seemed to think, with one excep- 
tion, that the anti-Carroll faction would 
win. 

“You see, it is this way,”’ remarked Sen- 
ator T. D. Sullivan, one of the few men in 
town wearing a straw hat. “I am for 
Tammany Hall. Now, a few years ago 
*‘Soger’ Flynn was deemed invincible for 
Alderman in the old First Ward. Finally 
aman named McCarthy entered the lists 
against him. Then there was a fellow 
named McGonigle, who went out with 
Flynn and McCarthy on alternate nights, 
and he had great graft until the trio met. 
Then there was a dispute concerning Mc- 
Gonigle’s position, which the latter settled 
by remarking, ‘I'll do the best I can for 
both of you.’ So it is with me. I am for 
a leader or a committee, whichever prom- 
ises best. But, seriously, something must 
be done. Tammany cannot get along with- 
out somebody at the helm.”’ 

Leader Florence Sullivan of the Eighth 
District denied the existence of serious in- 
ternal dissensions in Tammany Hall. He 
was sorry Mr. Nixon had resigned, and 
expressed the opinion that Mr. Nixon had 
acted like a schoolboy. 

Lewis Nixon left Manhattan on Satur- 
day, and is said to be with friends on 
Staten Island. 

Treasurer John McQuade, 
his home, in Lexington Avenue, declined 
to admit the reporters to his house.

Young wrote to C. W. Youn&man of the 
discovery. He recently received a reply 
containing the writer's thanks and stating 
that nothing had been heard from Young- 
man since November, 1900.

Cold Weather Damages Fruit Trees. 
Special to The New York Times. 

HOOSIC FALLS, N. Y., May 18.—Contin- 
ued cold weather in Rensselaer County 
during the past week, together with frost, 
has caused much worry on the part of 
fruit growers and speculation as to proba- 
ble crop conditions to follow. The out- 
look was promising for a record yield of 
apples until frosts blastéd so many buds 


that all figures regarding apple growth 
are simply haphazard. The early cherry 
crop is cut in half by weather conditions, 
and shrubbery and early plants in general 
almost without number have been frost- 
bitten, causing very extensive loss to 
horticulturists in Bastern New York, 
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“We arrived at St. Lucia on the evening 
of May 10, expecting to take coal. We 
found the town in a terrible state of excite- 
ment over the eruption at Martinique, and 
the natives were so panic-stricken that it 
was impossible to get any one to do work 
in the wavy of helping us coal. The British 
steamship Roddam, Capt. Freeman, was 
lying in port, having escaped from St. 
Pierre. We thought it would interest us 
to go on board and see what had hap- 
pened. 

“We found the ship deserted by the few 
survivors of her officers and crew. She 
was in charge of a watchman and two po- 
licemen. The watchman was engaged in 
gathering up fragments of human bodies 
and putting them away in a locker when 
we boarded her. He stopped this work to 
show us around. The ship presented an 
awful spectacle, and had the appearance of 
a vessel which had been sunk in the mud 
and then pulled out again. She was cov- 
ered with a cement-like substance two feet 
deep on the deck in aoe. so that we could 
not discover what her original appearance 
had been. Awnings, stanchions, and boat 
covers had been swept off the deck, tar- 
paulins and all rails had been burned, and 
many of her people had been swept over- 
board. In tearing out the débris they kept 
finding portions of human bodies. Alto- 
gether the ship was a complete wreck, ex- 
cept her hull This, being of iron, was 
sxved from destruction, - 

“Hearing that the Captain had err 
and was at the Hotel Felite, in the town. 
called to see him. I was unprepared for the 
terrible sight which met my eyes when I 
entered the room. It was enough to 
frighten a man to see him. His face was 
burned to the color of teakwood, and huge 
patches of skin here and there were burned 
completely off from the bones. Both hands 
were swathed in bandages and rested on 
pillows. It was painful to look at him. I 
told him who I was, and he said he was 
glad I had come to see him. Then he told 
me his story, as follows: 


CAPT. FREEDMAN'’S STORY. 

“*The Roddam had only beenat St, 
Pierre an hour, said he, ‘when the erup- 
tion occurred. I was talking to our agent, 
who was in a small boat alongside. Sudden- 
ly I saw what appeared to be a huge black 
like a wall approaching the ship 
from the land a terrific rate, carrying 
with it a huge tidal wave, and accom- 


panied by a loud rumbling noise. The air 
suddenly darkened. 

“*T yelled out for everybody to stand 
clear, and almost in an instant the ship 
was enveloped in total darkness and the 
air filled with flame and falling patches 
of fire, which ignited everything they 
struck. The fire took hold of the ship in 
all parts, and the crew and laborers rushed 
about frantic with fright and pain, A num- 
ber of laborers had come aboard to hel 
take in cargo, and as nearly as I can tell, 
there were some forty-two persons on 
board all told. Of these six survive. Hell 
certainly cannot be worse than what we 
went through. I went into the chart room 
and shut the door, but an open port ad- 
mitted the flame. 

“*When the ship was first struck she 
heeled over and nearly capsized. The first 
shock only lasted a few minutes, but for 
over an hour the shower of falling matter 
continued. As soon as I could get out of the 
chart room I rushed to the engine room 
telegraph, and knowing that, as we had 
just arrived, we would have some steam 
up. I signaled the engineer to put the en- 
gines at full speed, and waited for an an- 
swer. The cable chain had been carried 
away by the voleanic eruption. Luckily 
some of the engineers were below at the 
time, and started the engines. 

‘**T tried to work the wheel and start the 
ship, but the steering gear was jammed 
by the flood of lava and wouldn't work, [ 
kept the engines going ahead and astern 
alternately, hoping the ship could thus be 
headed to sea. While I was manoeuvrin 
the ship in this way I nearly collided wit 
the Quebec Line steamer Roraima. I re- 
member seeing huge clouds of flame and 
steam rising from the ship. Some of her 
men were wringing their hands, and people 
were jumping from her decks into the boil- 
ing water. Their deaths must have been in- 
stantaneous, for the water was seething 
like a caldrgn. It looked like a mass of 
bolling mud. 

“*Many of my own crew were swept from 
the decks by the first shock. After a time 
I got the steering gear to work and headed 
out to sea. As the sky cleared and it was 
possible to see around the deck, the sight 
was ghastly. Men laying screaming and 
writhing in agony all around, and the lava 
on which they lay was red-hot. People were 
dying everywhere. I was in a_ bad state 
myself, unable to lift my hand, and the 
blood from wounds and burns on my fore= 
head kept running into my eyes. 

‘IT decided to make for St. Lucta, and, « 
with the help of two sailors, two engineers,

GOV. ODELL MAY LEAVE 
POLITICS FOR RAILROADS. 


Senator White Puts Some Credence In 
the Report of an Offer from 
E. H. Harriman. 

Influential Republican politicians are in- 
clined to place some credence in the re- 
port that Gov. Odell! is about to leave the 
world of politics for that of finance. The 
statement that E, H. Harriman, the railroad 
President, has tendered him the position of 
Eastern agent of his and other railroad in- 
terests at a large salary does not surprise 
friends of the Governor here. 

The fact is that Gov. Odell and FE. H. 
Harriman have long been intimate. Each 
has large property interests in Orange 
County, N. Y., the home of Gov. Odell, and 
they have acted together in promoting the 
interests of the county. 
that when Mr. Odell was electel Governor 
Mr. Harriman gave a dinner in his honor 
at the Metropolitan Club. The Governor 
has been the guest of Mr. Harriman in 
California. 

Senator Horace White of Onondaga was 
in the city yesterday, and after stating 
that he was not seeking the Lieutenant 
Governorship this year, (he was a candidate 
in 1900,) he was asked his opinion about the 
report’ from California. 

‘I think there is something in it,"’ he re- 
plied. ‘‘ The office of Governor has never 
been congenial to Mr. Odell. That this is 
the fact ts well understood by the Gov- 
ernor’s most intimate friends. Mr. Odell 
is a business man, his tastes run to finance, 
and in the financial world he would make 
his mark. He did not want to run for 
Governor in 1900. 

“I do not believe he wants to be a can- 
didate in 1902. But he is a strong party 
man, and there is no telling what he may 
do. We (meaning members of the Legis- 
lature) well understood last Winter that 
Gov, Odell was not in love with his office. 
He worked diligently and honestly, and his 
health was impaired. It would not sur- 
prise me at all if he declined to run this 
year.”’ ‘i 

Supposing he should refuse to run, who, 
do you suppose, would be the probable 
nominee?"’ the Senator was asked. 

“In my opinion,’’ replied the Senator, ‘‘the 
choice will be Senator Frank W. Higgins 
of Olean. As Chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee for years, he is very 
well informed about the affairs of the 
State. He is absolutely clean, and no one 
could urge anything against him. Then. 
too, there have been indications that he is 
the choice of Senator Platt, if Odell should 
refuse to run. 

* Of course, Lieut. Gov. Woodruff would 

be an active candidate, but, without the 
sanction of Senator Platt and mindful of 
the differences in Kings County, he would 
stand little show. 
“Tf Gov. Odell consents to again be a 
candidate I think that Senator Higgins 
would accept a nomination for Lieutenant 
Governor, although I do not believe he 
wants the place. The fact that Senator 
Platt has announced that Mr. Higgins 
would be a good candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor shows that he has that gentleman 
in mind for promotion. e 

“ Because of differences in Erie County, 
there ts little chance that the nominee will 
come from that section, should Gov. Odell 
refuse to again make the race. I do_not 
believe the current stories that ex-Gov.

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MAY ADOPT REBATE 
SCHEME FOR CUBA 


Advocates of Reciprocfty Possibly | 
Will Be Forced to Yield. 


Believed the President Would Accept | 
Such a Bill If He Could Not Get 
a Reduction Measure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—It Begins to 
look as though the Administration Senators 
may be forced to accept the plan of aelping 
Cuba by granting rebates on all duties col- 
lected in this country on Cuban products. 
There is no sign of a break in the ranks 
of the beet sugar Senators; no indication 
whatever that they will yield to the de- 
mand of the. Administration for a _ rect- 
procity arrangement with the Cubans, That 
the Administration is a great power In the 
Senate, is admitted universally, but ap- 
parently there is a greater power in the 
person of oie Henry T. Oxnard. 

So it has come about that, in spite of 
the hard work the President has done to 
secure from Congress a tariff reduction 
measure in the interest of Cuba, the Senate 
is in such a condition that itis less inclined 
to do what the President asks it todo than 
with a scheme originated by 
Oxnard several months ago, and at 
that time frowned down at the White 
House. Mr. Oxnard asks the Senate either 
to aid Cuba nothing at all, or to grant him, 
say, $3,000,000, in rebates and take pay in 
reduction of duties on American exports 
to Cuba, Several forms of this proposi- 
tion, differing only as to details, are before 
the Senate. it makes no difterence to Mr. 
Oxnard which shail be taken; any one of 
them would save him from the mortifica- 
lion of defeat his struggle with the } 
President. : i 

When Mr. Oxnard first proposed a _rébate 
echeme of reiief for Cuba the President, it 
was stated, coldly informed the beet sugar 
man that he had asked Congress for a 
reciprocity measure, and that was what 
he wanted. Soon after the Weys and 
Means Committee hearings were at an end, 
there was renewed discussion of the rebate 
plan. Mr. Leavitt, who is intimately as- 
sociated with Mr. Oxnard in the fight | 
against the Administration, stated one 
afternoon that he had just come from the 
White House, and that the President had 
told him he thought that to adopt the re- 
bate relief plan pfobably would be the best 
way of solving the Cuban question. When 
this statefhent of Mr. Leavitt's was re- 
ported the next day to the President, he 
said it was unwarranted, He did not say 
Mr. Leavitt had willfully misrepresented 
him, but suggested Mr. Leavitt had drawn 
a wrong inference from what he had said 
about the rebate scheme. j 3 

It was suggested to the President that if 

he should consent to a rebate scheme some 
of those who had been fighting with him 
for reciprocity for Cuba would be apt to 
feel that he had not dealt fairly with 
them. ‘To this the President replied that 
he stood where he had stood from the be- 
ginning. He was not asking Congress to 
grant rebates to Cuba, but tariff reduction, 
and tariff reduction was what he expected 
get. What would do if a rebate 
bill should be passed he preferred not to 
discuss, He would cross that bridge when 
he should come to it. 
- From what the President said, and from 
what he refrained from saying, the infer- 
ence was drawn that it was possible he 
would take a rebate bill if he could not 
get what he had asked for. It is believed 
that is his attitude to-day. It is apparent 
that is the attitude of some of the Ad- 
ministgation Senators, leading ones at that. 
Mr: Aldrich, for example, is quoted as say- 
ing he will accept a rebate bill if he can 
get nothing else, and what Mr. Aldrich 
is willing to do few, if any, of the Ad- 
ministration Senators would refuse to as- 
sent to. 3ut if the Republicans should 
unite on a rebate bill their troubles would 
not be at an end. It might take them a 
long time to convince the Democrats that 
such @bill ought to be allowed to pass the 
Senate. 

The Democrats want the Senate to pass 
he’ House bill granting tariff" reduction 
of 26 per cent. to Cuba and gy neni the 
differential on refined sugar. They would 
fight a rebate bill hard. For one thing, 
they would declare it unconstitutional. 
They would say Congress had no authority 
to take money from the Treasury and pay 
it out to a foreign country, or, to put it | 
another way, no authority to buy tariff 
concessions from Cuba. 

Mr. Burrows, who is Mr 
hand man in the Senate, 
Yan would be absolutely constitutional. 
t would be quite as constitutional, he 
argues, to buy tariff concessions as to buy 
islands, as the United States proposes to 
do.) Mr. Burrows enters into quite an ar- 
gument to sustain the contention that the 
rebate plan is really the best that can be 
adopted to help Cuba.

Durrows remarks, 
“how it is possible for Cuba to keep out 
of bankruptcy in any other way. I see 
by a War Department statement that there 
was a deficit in the expenditures of the 
Cuban Government for the nine months 
ending March 31, of $1,209,583, as compared 
with the receipts. If the deficit for the 
remaining three months should continue at 
the same ratio it would amount to $1,612,777 
for the fiscal year In other words, the 
Cuban Government is going to start out 
in practically a bankrupt condition. It 
must either borrow money or greatly in- 
crease taxation, and the plea that is made 
here in behalf of reciprocity is that the 
taxpayers of the island are practically 
bankrupt now, and cannot pay existing 
taxation, to say nothing of increased taxa- 
tion. If the Cuban Government makes a 
reduction of 25 per cent. on our products, 
providing the imports from the United 
States are no greater than they were in 
the last calendar year, it would cause a 
joss of revenue to Cuba of $1,569,419, which, 
added to the existing deficit. would make 
a total deficit of nearly $3,000,000, provid- 
ing there were no increase of imports from 
the United States 

“But it is fair to assume, and that is 
the ground on which reciprocity is advo- 
cated in this country, that several million 
dollars’ worth of goo¢s which Cuba now 
imports from European nations would be 
purchased from the lU'nited States under 
the reciprocity provision If that should 
rove to be the cas then those goods 
Eneteed of paying the full rates of duties 
would pay only 75 per cent.. and that 
would mean the further loss of millions of 
dollars to Cuba in the way of revenues 
How is Cuba going to stand it? I have 
seen no cxylanation whatever of this ex- 
traordinary condition gf things. The prop- 
osition to make a_ &traight reciprocity 
treaty, which would deprive the Cuban 
Government of much of its revenues, in my 
opinion, will not be accepted for the reason 
that Cuba could not afford to do it. Un- 
der the rebate proposition the money would 
all go to the Cuban Government. The 
Sugar Trust would not get a penny of it. 
Jt would be helpful to Cuba, and would 
unfte the Republican Party. and in my 
opinion it is the only way that this ques- 
tion can be settled.” 


THIS WEEK IN WASHINGTON. 


The Senate Will Finish the Debate on 
the Philippine Bill—The Pro- 
gramme of the House. 
WASHINGTON, May 18.—The entire time 
of the Senate for the present week will 
be devoted to the consideration of the 
Philippines Government bill, and there is 
no reason for changing previous predic- 
tions that the debate upon that measure 
will be practically completed before the 
close of the week. The fact that there 
wilt be an adjournment of the Senate cov- 
ering next Saturday in order to permit 
that body to participate in the unveiling 
of the Rochambeau Statue, probably will 
have the effect of postponing the final vote 


until the following Monday or Tuesday. 
There is, however, no Jonger doubt in any 
quarter “the minority will permit a 
Vote as soon u& the debate on the bill shall 
be! exhausted. ~ 

Under the present arrangement the bill 
will occupy most of the time of the Senate 
this week, and the prospect is against the 
sandwiching in of much other business. 
Speeches in support of the bill are prom- 
ised by Senators Burrews, Dolliver, and 
Spooner, and in opposition to it by Senators 
Hoar, Bacon, Patterson, and others. 

After finishing the Naval bill this week 
the House will take up the bill reported 
from the Committee on Foreign Affairs re- 
lating to passports. One day will be de- 
vot to claims, the regular day for that 
business last week having been postponed. 
Under a special order a bill for the re- 
striction of immigration will be taken up, 
and jit is expected will cause quite a lively 
debate. There also is a prospect of taking 
up the Hill bill nen Ong to subsidiary coin- 
age. This measure will be strongly antag 
onized by the minority, and may precip 
tate a discussion of the currency question. 

Early in the week the Committee on 
Rules will hold a meeting to decide whether 
or not time shall be given for the consid- 
eration of the bill for a Pacific cable. 
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MOST MORO DATTOS FRIENDLY. 


Gen. Chaffee Had Satisfactory Inter- 
views with Several — However, 
One Is Still Defiant. 
MANILA, May 18—Gen. Chaffee re- 
turned here to-day from Lake Lanao, in 
‘the interior of the Island of Mindanao. 
Hie said he saw several Moro Dattos while 
there and had most satisfactory inter- 
views with them. Nearly all the Dattos 


and especially the surviving Sultans claim 
to entertain friendly feelings toward the 
United States. 

In view of a cablegram which Gen. 
Chaffee received to-day from Gen. Davis, 
who is in command of the American 
forces on Mindanao, and in which it ap- 
Datto Ruty has apparently re- 
to return the animals he captured 
the American Army, Gen. Chaffee 
is not prepared to say that there will be 
no mere fighting in Mindanao. Gen. 
Davis reports that Datto Ruty says he 
is ready to fight, but Gen. Chaffee be- 
lieves that although it may be necessary 
to bring this Datto to terms, his resistance 
of the American forces must necessarily 
be slight. 

Datto Ruty’s forts are situated on a high 
hill. They could be surrounded by a line 
of American skirmishers, who would pre- 
vent the Datto from obtaining water and 
who could thus force a practically blood- 
less victory in a few days. 


MAKING FILIPINOS TALK. 


Returned Soldier Says Rattans, Bas- 
tinados, and Lighted Matches Were 
Used on Insurgents. 
TRENTON, N. J., May 18.—Willlam 
Wood, Jr., who served with the Third 
United States Infantry in the Philippines, 
has returned to his home at 47 Hart Ave- 
nue. He claims to have seen some of the 


alleged torturing of Filipinos to extort in- 
formation. He alleges that the worst he 
ever saw was the forcing of information 
from one man who refused to talk. 

Although wounded, this man, Wood 
says, was frattaned until he revealed 
the whereabouts of twenty-two _ rifles. 
The wound was not mortal, the man 
recovered, and subsequently committed a 
murder, He was captured after a long 
chase and hanged. 

Wood makes light of the water cure, 
which, he says, Was a common thing for at 
least a year and a half.

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FESTIVITIES BY CUBANS| 


General Celebration of the Change 
of Government. 


Theatrical and Open-Air Amusements— 
Havana Illuminated at Night—Gifts 


for Gen. and Mrs. Wood. 


HAVANA, May 18.—The festivities in 
celebration of the change of Government 
became general all over the island to-day. 
In almost every town and village an elab- 
orate programme of popular rejoicing has 
been arranged. Sunday here, as in all 
Spanish countries, is not given over to re- 
ligious obsérvances, but is distinctly a 
holiday devoted to recreation and amuse- 
ment. In Havana appropriate services 
were held in the churches this morning, 
and high mass was celebrated by the 
Archbishop in the cathedral where the 
bones of Christopher Columbus were for- 
merly buried, but after midday the whole 
city gave itself up to frivolity. 

Games and amusements of all kinds were 
provided, the theatres “were open, and 
there were horse races, baseball games, a 
circus performance, and even an alleged 
bullfight. The old, brutal bullfights have 
been prohibited since the American occu- 
pation of the island, but lovers of the sport 
are allowed to regale themselves with a 
tame imitation, in which a little Cuban bull 
with padded horns essays combat with the 
traditional toreadors, picadors, and mata- 
dors. The fashonable sport now is “ jaia- 
lai,” an old Basque game recently intro- 


duced from Spain. It approaches tennis, 
but requires much more skill and activ- 
ity. A special game of “ jaialai,"’ by crack 
professionals from Madrid, had been ar- 
ranged for this afternoon in honor of Presi- 
dent-elect Palma, who, with his wife, occu- 
pied a box. Gov. Gen. Wood, himself a 
devotee of the game, also was present with 
his staff. They appeared in white duck 
untforms. 

But it was not until the hot tropical sun 
had set that the gayety reached its climax. 
Then Havana was turned into a fairy city, 
with light and animation everywhere. The 
plazas glowed with myriad colored globes, 
the streets were illuminated and the air 
was filled with melody from bands sta- 
tioned at various points. The cafés and 
restaurants are alive with people, drinking 
light wines and smoking cigarettes, and on 
the Prado, the fashionable driveway to the 
oce front, are moving streams of pedes- 
trians and low-wheeled carriages, contain- 
ing dark-eyed senoritas enjoying the cool 
breeze from the sea. Over all is a flood of 
moonlight, transforming the fronds of the 
royal palms into silver and the buildings 
of the city, nestling under the high-walled 
fortresses, into alabaster. 

Two big masquerade balls, given by 
lower-class Spanish clubs, are in progress 
and several thousand persons are present 
at each, making merry to the rhythm of 
old Spanish music. Pyrotechnic displays 
arise from time to time above the city, 
and it almost seems as if the old glory of 
Havana had returned. 

Gov. Gen. Wood and the other American 
officers had a busy day to-day cleaning up 
odds and ends. In addition to the many 
other social demands upon him, the Gov- 
ernor General to-day took breakfast at the 
Fronton, where the Directors of the “ Jaila- 
lai"’ Association presented him with a 
magnificent silver service, and Mrs. Wood 
with a diamond ornament, At 6 o'clock 
this evening the merchants of Havana 
marched to the palace in a body to bid the 
Governor General farewell, and for an hour 
he was kept busy saying ‘‘ muchisimas gra- 
cias,’’ so flattering were the compliments 
bestowed upon his administration, and so 
earnest the expressions of regret at his 
departure. 

Both Gen. and Mrs. Wood, as well as the 
American officers generally, have been the 
recipients of many evidences of the high 
esteem in which they are held. The Cab- 
inet presented Gen. Wood with a _ gold 
watch, suitably inscribed, and the ladies of 
Havana gave Mrs. Wood a silver service, 
but these are only a few of the gifts be- 
stowed upon them. This evening a dinner 
was given by the commercial bodies of the 
city in honor of the Governor General. 

After the reception given by Governor 
General Wood to President-elect Palma last 
night Gen. Wood and his wife and Sefior 
Palma and his wife repaired to the Span- 
ish Casino, where a fashionable ball in 
henor of the attaining by King Alfonso 
of Svain of his majority was in progress. 
The Spanish residents of thé city were 
highly gratified by this mark of consider- 
ation. President-elect Palma made it a 
point to be present at this ball in pursu- 
afice of his policy to harmonize all the ele- 
ments of the island. 

The collection of receipts under the Amer- 
ican régime closed last night. Full reports 
are not in from all parts of the island, but 
the indications now are that Governor Gen- 
eral Wood will leave in the Treasury about 
£400,000. This is less than the amount it 
was estimated a few days ago would be 
turned over to the new Government, the 
shortage being due to the rush in the pay- 
ment of warrants last week. 


OIL CONCERNS DISFRANCHISED. 


Charters of 242 Texas Companies and 
Permits of 27 Foreign Corpora- 
tions Declared Forfeited. 

Special to The New York Times. 


AUSTIN, Texas, May 18.—The Secretary 
of State has declared forfeited the charters 
of 242 oil companies which were organized 
under the laws of Texas, and the permits to 
do business in this State of 27 oll compa- 
nies organized under the laws of other 
States. The segregate capital stock of 
these 242 domestic corporations which now 
have no legal existence is approximately 
$40,000,000, and the actual-money which 
they have derived from the sale of stock is 
probably not less than $10,000,000. 

The capital stock of the twenty-seven for- 
eign concerns which are debarred from con- 
tinuing to do business in Texas aggregates 
about $20,000,000. The charters and per- 
mits of these companies were forfeited be- 
cause of their failure to pay to the State 
the annual franchise tax, which was due 
on or before May 1 last.

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BOER DELEGATES’ ATTITUDE. 


Demeanoryof Most of the Burghers Does 
Not Iridicate that They Wish to 
Discontinue Hostilities.

LONDON, May 19.—Whatever may be 
its issue, says the correspondent of The 
Times at Pretoria, the Boer conference 
at Vereeniging will be a notable feature 
of the history of the war. It is a unique 
experience for every burgher delegate. 
Some 160 delegates are present and near- 
ly all of them are prominent Boers. 

The circumstances of the meeting, says 
the correspondent, as well as the journey 
ought impress the most unimagi- 
native Boer. Ex-State’s Attorney Smuts 
and his immediate entourage alone ex- 
perienced the novelty of a sea voyage, 
having been conveyed from Port Nolloth 
to Cape Town. 

For five weeks, says the correspondent, 
a number of the enemy have been using 
the British lines of communication and 
accepting British hospitality, but a no- 
ticeable majority have not manifested 
symptoms of being under any obligation. 
The demeanor of most of the Boers 
would lead one to suppose that their 
votes will be in favor of continuing hos- 
tilities, though the use of the ballot may 
turn the balance in favor of peace. 

The correspondent declares, however, 
that, whatever may be the decision at 
the conference, the end of the war is not 
distant. Probably in any case, he says, 
there will be surrenders en bloc in many 
districts, liberating so many troops that 
the British will be able to pour over- 
whelming numbers in each district in 
turn. 

Mail advices to The Times from Cape 
Town, dated April 30, warn the British 
against a patchwork peace, and sum- 
marize the views of the loyalists of 
South Africa, who think the peace nego- 
tiations a mistake, though full confi- 
dence is felt in Lord Milner. 

The correspondent says the Boers will 
probably demand: First, a fixed date for 
the establishment of a _ representative 
yovernment; second, recognition of 
Dutch as the official language as well 
as English; third, compensation for war 
Ipsses, and, fourth, amnesty for the 
Cape Colony rebels. 

The first demand, argues the corre- 
spondent, is obviously impossible. The 
second, he says, has already been de- 
termined in the negative. As to the 
third and fourth, the Boers must trust 
to British generosity. The British need 
10t inexorably inflict the death penalty, 
but must not shrink from the disfran- 
chisement of the rebels.

CHINESE RAILWAY DISPUTE. 


Russia and Belgium Opposing the Brit- 
ish-Chinese Agreement — Great 
Britain Refuses to Modify It.

LONDON, May 19.—The Peking corre- 
spondent of The Times says Belgium and 
Russia are both opposing the British- 
Chinese agreement on the subject of ex- 
tensions and branch lines in connection 
with the northern railways, though the 
present agreement only confirms a 
clause of the agreement of October, 1899, 
between China and the British-Chinese 
Corporation. 

Belgium declares that 
Hung-Chang undertook in April, 1901, 
that the Tien-Tsin—Pao-ting-Foo line 
should be constructed by the Peking— 
Han-Kow syndicate on the same terms 
as thé trunk line. These rights, the corre- 
spondent says, must in any case be pos- 
terior to those of the British-Chinese cor- 
poration. 

Russia declares that the provisions re- 
garding the Peking-Great Wall line vio- 
late yet another of the multitudinous 
prior engagements, mostly signed by Li- 
Hung-Chang, concealed in the Russian 
archives at Peking. 

Prince Ching, (head of the Chinese 
Foreign Office,) frightened at the Rus- 
sian Minister's protests, asked Sir Ernest 
M. Satow, the British Minister, to con- 
sent to the revision of the treaty. This 
request met with an emphatic refusal.

more peaceful methods in order to accom- 
plish their object. 

About 500 persons attended the meeting 
which was called for the purpose of effect- 
ing a permanent organization and to dis- 
cuss a future plan of action which would 
not make necessary a clash with the police. 
The majority of those present were women, 
and the meeting was characterized by 
many caustic speeches denouncing the 
police and Magistrates for arresting and 
fining them. One woman said that she had 
applied to Commissioner Partridge for the 
privilege of holding an open-air meeting, 
but that he had refused, saying that a 
number of the rabbis of the east side had 
objected, When one of the rabbis was ap- 
pealed to, she added, he denounced the 
methods employed by the women in order 
to have the price of beef reduced, 

Mrs. Sarah Edelson, who was generally 
spoken of as the leader of the boycott 
against the butchers, was not chosen 
Chairman, though she had many supporters 
in the meeting. It was decided to give 
the organization, the name of the 
Anti-Beer Trust Association, and Mrs. C: 
olyn Schatzberg, a widow, of 204 East 
Broadway, was elected Chairman. 
Pauline Frickel of 451 Grand Street was 
elected Treasurer, succeeding Mrs. Rotten- 
burg. The Garment Workers’ Union 
a number of delegates to the meeting, ¢ 
one of their number, Isadore Blumenthal, 
was elected Vice Chairman. Jacob Kirsch- 
berg of 173 Madison Street was chosen as 
Secretary. 

A Committee on Boycott was then select- 
ed, composed of five women. They were 
instructed by the officers of the organiza- 
tion to appoint sub-committees, and visit 
the people in the tenements of the 
side and persuade them not to buy meat 
until the prices were reduced to those of a 
year .ago, which were 10 to 12 cents 
pound. It was the sentiment of the meet- 
ing that the association should use 
influence to prevent disturbances and con- 
sequent clashes with the police. The Com- 
mittee on Boycott were therefore instruct- 
ed that when they saw women coming out 
of butchers’ shops after buying meat 
argue with them, and try to enlist their 
sympathy in boycotting the butchers. _ 

An auxiliary committee was appointed 
composed of several men, in some 
the husbands of the women serving 
ficially. Their mission will be to visit 
Bronx, Harlem, Brooklyn, and Long Island 
City to appoint committees in those places 
to work among the meat consumers in 
favor of the boycott cause. An endeavor 
will also be made to reach the Christian 
butchers and induce them to support the 
movement. 

The different labor unions and benevolent 
associations will be appealed to for sympa- 
thy and financial support. The trades 
unions will be asked to send delegates 
the meetings of the Ladies’ Anti-Beef Trust 
Agesociation to be held this week. 

Secretary Kirschberg said after the meet- 
ing that money was coming in from all 
sources and that already $500 had been ex- 
pended in paying the fines of those mem- 
bers who had been arrested. Collections 
were being taken up all over the east side 

* The Jewish people,’’ he said, “are all 
with us and they are contributing readily 
and generously. Some of the women 
rested still remain in jail, but we will have 
them released just as soon as the necessary 
funds are sent to us. 

“It is our plan to establish co-operative 
stores, unless the price of meat is reduced 
by the butchers, and we will buy our meat 
outside of New York, where the trust has 
no control. We are in communication with 
Philadelphia wholesalers and butchers, and 
where the kosher beef is killed and certified 
to by the rabbi. We believe that we can 
establish as many as two hundred stores on 
the east side, one located at every fifth 
block. Each customer will be a stockhold- 
er to the amount of his purchass The 
price of meat will be 10 cents per pound and 
the profits on it will be divided among the 
buyers.”’ 

A meeting will be held soon by the United 
Hebrew Trades at 57 Rivington Street, the 
object being to support the boycotters and 
perhaps afffiliate with them. 

The kosher butchers were to have a 
meeting yesterday at New Irving Hall. but 
Capt. Walsh sent for President Goldman 
and others of the organization and told 
them that he would not permit it. so the 
meeting was postponed. Capt. Walsh also 
sent his policemen to several other places 
where meetings were to have been held and 
ordered owners of the halls not to allow 
any gatherings of either the butchers or 
boycotters. Capts. Thompson and Albert- 
son of the Madison and Delancey Street 
Stations took similar precautions 

An attempt to hold meetings was made 
in several of the small squares of the east 
side at night, but the police dispersed them 
quickly and without much difficulty A 
small crowd assembled outside of District 
Attorney Jerome's house, on Rutgers 
Street, but Mr. Jerome did not respond, 
and the police drove the people away 

Magistrate Deuel presided in Essex Mar- 
ket Court yesterday, and he was somewhat 
more lenient with the women prisoners 
taken on Saturday, many of whom he dis- 
charged. Some cases, he said, required 
punishment, and he fined the offenders $10 
each In all the other city courts where 
the rioters were arraigned. fines were gen- 
erally imposed.

SYMPATHY FOR BOYCOTTERS. 


Central Federated Union to Help the 
East Side Women—Joseph Baron- 
dess’s Appeal. 

Joseph Barondess, ex-King of the Cloak- 
makers, who led their first strike ten years 
age, was introduced to the Central Feder- 
ated Union yesterday and requested the 
co-operation of the central body in the fight 
of the east side women against the Kogher

It hav- 
ing been stated that the Jewish women 
were not allowed to meet in the east side 
halls, another resolution was passed in- 
siructing the committee to hire the Univer- 
sity Settlement Building hall, where the 
Central Federated Union meets, for an agi- 
tation meeting of the Jewish women. 
was decided that if the hall is not given 
for this purpose the Central Federated 
Union will meet in another. 


Butchers to Enforce Sunday Closing. 
William C. Wellman, President of 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen's Union, with six other officers 
of the organization, made a tour through 

the down-town business sections in 
hattan and Brooklyn yesterday, and found, 
according to Mr. Wellman, at least fifty 
violations of Section 267 of the Penal Code, 
which instructs Sunday closing of all meat 
shops. This week Mr. Wellman expects to 
jssue an order instructing the 0,000 mem- 
bers of the union in New York City to ob- 
tain evidence against these violators and 
to aid in their prosecution. 


HARDSHIPS OF COAL MINERS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It ig to be regretted that the great strike 
has gat last been declared, which will be 
disastrous not only to the interests of the 
miners, but also a blow to the present 
remarkable prosperity all over the country 
in all branches of industry. The effect 
of the strike will be felt keenly by the 
thousands of railroad men who are em- 
ployed by the coal-carrying companies. 1 
have read with deep interest the state- 
ments of several coal operators in the col- 
umns of your fair and impartial news- 
paper. Permit me to say a tew words in 
detense of the miners. 

Having the benefit of a wide experience 
in the employ of one of the large coal 
companies, where I examined all the pay- 
rolls of the company each month, | am 
quite familiar with the conditions which 
exist in the coal regions. Ten years ago 
the miners’ wages averaged $85 per month, 
and the other men, outside of the fore- 
men, averaged $0) per month. Since then 
the foreign element has been crowding 
the mines, who are willing to work for 
$1 per day. Consequently the operators 
have become aimost tyrannical with these 
men, and have taken advantage of every 
opportunity to reduce their wages. 

These foreigners in the meantime have 
become miners and are willing to take a 
chamber or a gangway under any condi- 
tions offered them. The majority of them 
leave their families in their native coun- 
try to work on farms. These men are 
willing to work for a small salary, while 
the intelligent American miners have been 
obliged to suffer a great drawback, and 
those men who were formerly earning 
$85 per month do not average above $50 
per month, and the laborers about $35 per 
month. 

The anthracite coal fields are governed 
entirely by five large coal-carrying com- 
panies It is a well-known fact that these 
companies have acquired the control of 
all the large coal companies. The individ- 
ual coal operators are at the mercy of the 
gigantic combination Prior to the strike 
of 1!'%4 the conditions had become so0 un- 
bearable that to a keen observer a strike 
was imminent. As an illustration I will 
point out one of the methods. 

An agreement was entered between the 
large companies that a certain amount of 
coal should be prepared for market each 
month. Under this agreement the individ- 
ual operators were obliged to submit to 
their dictation These small companies 
were allowed cars enough to operate their 
collieries but three eight-hour days each 
week. One of these large companies em- 
ployed a method of ‘operating its col- 
leries three ten-hour days each week— 
Monday, Wednesday, and Friday 

The miners and their laborers were al 
lowed to enter the mine during the idie 
days to enable them to fill all the cars 
in readiness for the following day's opera- 
tion By this method the company was 
enabled to prepare enough coal in twelve 

vs of each month to complete their al- 
lotted tonnage, whereas if operated daily 
would require twenty days’ operation 
to mine the required amount. The men 
who were employed in the preparation of 
coal for market were obliged to sub- 
to these conditions and receive wages 
only twelve days at a salary ranging 
from $1.25 to $2 per day Since the strike 
conditions have improved in this respect

MADMAN WITH AN AXE 


_Cuts His Way Into Two Houses at 


New Vernon, N. J. 


Holds Crowd of Men at Bay with 
Stones, but Finally Is Brought Down 
with Charge of Small Shot. 


MORRISTOWN, N. J., May 18.—New Ver- 
non, three miles from this city, was 
scene of a lively fracas last night, in which 
a man supposed to be insane and further 
inflamed by drink, after efforts to kill sev- 
eral persons with an axe, was shot with 
No. & shot, from 60 to 100 of the pellets en- 
tering his abdomen and chest. 

The injured man is a Hungarian, known 
as Peter Linden. He is about thirty years 
of age. For some time past he has been 
employed by B. W. Wenman, a dairyman 
of New Vernon. Yesterday morning 
drove a team to a field where he was te 
work, and then without any warning noti- 
fied Mr. Wenman's foreman that he had 
quit working. In his place Mr. Wenman 
engaged John Madison, a Dane, who moved 
his belongings to the room in the Wen- 
man carriage house which Linden had oc- 
cupled. Late last night Madison was 
aroused by knocking on the door The 
knocker proved to be Linden, who de- 
manded admittance. The men had a con- 
versation through the door, and Madison 


explained that he had been engaged to 
replace him. Linden flew into a rage and 
tried to break down the door. The Dane 
barricaded it. Linden then ran for an axe 
and began to chop his way in. Madison 
dropped trom a window and hid himself. 

When the Hungarian burst in the door 
and found the room empty his rage took 
a new turn and he started for the house. 
Mrs. Wenman and her two daughters were 
alone there. Linden began to chop down 
the door. They tried to keep him out, 
but his axe soon forced an entrance. They 
fled up one stairway while Linden was 
searching the house for Mr. Wenman. 
When the intruder ascended the mother 
and daughters descended another stairway 
and escaped from the house. They ran up 
the road toward the residence of Henry 
Suydam. 

Linden discovered them and gave pur- 
suit, but mistook the house they were 
going to and attacked the home of W. R. 
Cook, formerly a Freeholder of Morris 
County and also formerly a Freeholder 
from Hudson County. The axe soon cut 
a way into the Cook home. While search- 
ing the house Linden was mét by Frederick 
Cook, a brother of W. R. Cook. Frederick 
Cook was armed with a shotgun, and tak- 
ing Linden by surprise, hit him in the 
face with the butt. He forced the Hun- 
garian into a chair and then hit him again 
to stun him, but the blows proved too 
light. for as he turned to get a rope Linden 
sprang from the chair and struck at him 
with the axe. The axe caught in a curtain, 
and the blow was diverted from Cook's 
head. Then Linden fled and this time 
made for the Suydam home, where the 
women of the Cook household had also 
taken refuge 

Madison and others had meanwhile given 
the alarm, and men had gathered to face 
the madman. Linden took up a _ position 
where he had a good supply of large stones, 
and with these and the axe held off the 
men. Several of them were armed with 
shotguns, and finally two shots were fired 
in the air, but they did not frighten Lin- 
den. Then some one—all present deny 
having done it—fired at Linden direct at 
a distance of about 100 feet, with the re- 
sult above stated. The charge of powder 
must have been light. however, as none 
of the shot penetrated tar. Linden fell, 
and was bound and placed in a wagon. 

Two hours had elapsed since the original 
trouble at Wenman’s barn. and alarming 
stories had spread over the countryside. 
Some one telephoned to the Sheriff here 
that a gang of armed robbers was at 
work, and the Sheriff pressed a dozen citi- 
zens into service and armed them. They 
started in a wagon tfward New Vernon.

bearing Linen, and guarded by several 
armed men, coming this way. The Sheriff 
took charge and brought the prisoner to 
the jail here, Justice Stillwell was roused 
out of bed, and‘in his night clothes held 
the formal court needful to allow the pris- 
oner to be taken to jail.

SPORT ON THE SPEEDWAY 


; Sunday Morning Brushes Were 
Marked by Sensational Tilts. 


Little Helen and Queen Wilkes Were 
Notable Performers on the Haricm 
River DriveBrooklyn Reins- 
men’s Contests. 


The most sensational incident of a day 
full of surprises and fast and hard-fought 
brushes the Harlem River Speedway 
yesterday, and one that made road drivers 
blink in astonishment, was when, in one of 
the prettiest tilts of the day, 


on 


the great Cobwebs off his feet. The new- 
comer actually forced the champion of 
many seasons to a break by the speed with 
which she took him to the finishing post in 
one of two heats, the mare piling up the 
glory of her achievement by beating Cob- 
webs in both trials. Another brilliant per- 
former of the day, who gave the speed 
tests an added flavor sensationalism, 
was Queen Wilkes, who supported her 
claim to the title of ‘‘ Queen of the Speed- 
way” by easily defeating the star of Na- 
than Straus’s stable, Alves, (2:09%,) and 
David Lamar’s famous mare Sally Simp- 
son, (2:114%.) Added to these uncommonly 
stirring happenings, the fact that rival 
road @rivers took full advantage of the 
beautiful weather and fast and perfect con- 
dition of the roadway to settle many old 
disputes as to questions of speed filled out 
to the point of repletion a morning of excit- 
ing entertainment for the crowd of fully 
10,000 spectators who lined the footpaths 
from one end of the roadway to the other. 
George Wallace, Louis ren pe speedy bay 
pacer, with a mark of 2:17%, kept well in 
the front ranks throurkout the morning, 


and scored an easy victory over the much- 
praised pacer Parkville Prince, (2:13%,) 
driven by Dr. H. D. Gill. 

Dick Wells, a bay pacer, with a mark of 
2:16%, made his tirst appearance on the 
Speedway in charge of a trainer, and cut 
quite a swath among the favorites. John 
Irving of Staten Island, driving the trot- 
ter Chance, 2:12%, was the first to test his 
speed. The pacer, who had the worst of 
the start, reached even terms with Chance 
at the first quarter post, and taking the 
ledd at the head of the stretch, won as he 
pleased. Chance, however, redeemed him- 
self by his next trip down the stretch 2 
company with Sally Simpson, 2:11\%. Aft 
a nip-and-tuck struggle over the aatire 
eourse he just managed to beat out the 
Tare by a nose, 

Only the early arrivals saw the first of 
the heats between Queen Wilkes, driven 
by her owner, E, E. Smathers, and Alves, 
handled by Mr. Straus's trainer, Timothy 
Sullivan. They scored several times before 
they got away on even terms, Alves then 
taking the lead. Queen Wilkes trotted a 
half a length behind without a misstep, 
but it looked like a victory for Alves until 
he began to shorten his stride on nearing 
the post, despite the efforts of his driver 
to urge him on. This was Queen Wilkes's 
opportunity, and she made good use of it 
by passing her opponent within fifty yards 
of the post, and winning by an open length. 
The second heat was a repetition of the 
first, Alves being beaten out in the last 
hundred yards. 

In another brush, Queen Wilkes got away 
in the lead of Sally Simpson, but the latter 
reached even terms with her before a 
quarter had been covered, and the pair 
entered the stretch trotting side by side. 
Neither seemed to be able to gain even 
the slightest anwestnye until a touch of 
the whip sent Queen Wilkes out in front. 
Sally Simpson made a desperate spurt to 
recover lost ground, but made a misstep, 
and before she could recover her feet was 
beaten. Both trotters fought the second 
heat out to the very last yard, where 
Queen Wilkes won by a head. 

The old trotting rivals Swift, 2:16, driv- 
en by John F. Cockerill, President of the 
Road Drivers’ Association, and Kingmond, 
2:00, driven by George Coleman, met in two 
heats, and Kingmond took the first, with 
Swift crowding him very hard in the last 
quarter. The second was spoiled by King- 
mond cutting himself. badly in the hock 
while entering the stretch. He continued 
on bravely, and was only a half-length 
behind Swift when the post was passed. 
One of the few three-cornered brushes of 
the morning was between the pacer Comet, 
2:174%, driven by Robert Marshall; the 
pacer Jack, 2:12%, handled by a trainer, 
and the trotter Freeland, 2:17. driven by 
David Goodman. They finished heads 
apart in the order named. Christopher 
Hackett's pacer King Tom, 2:19%, was at 
his best, and scored several creditable vic- 
tories, finishing in front of pacer Exile, 
2:15%. driven by William Clark of Yonkers, 
and the pacer Maggie Alencon. 

The pleasant weather brought out the 
largest crowd of the year on the Brooklyn 
Speedway, and some lively brushes were 
decided in spite of the crowded condition 
of the course. A compact line of vehicles 
going to or coming from the sea hedged 
in the racers on either side, and the mount- 
ed police were kept busy holding them in 
line, as the slow pace of the drivers in- 
terested in the brushes caused the more 
impatient ones behind them to constantly 
turn out into the course in order to make 
better progress, Several slight accidents 
were reported in consequence of the crowd- 
ing 

In the morning a match race was decided 

between “Val” Patterson's pacing mare 
Miss Penelope (2:22) and Willet vans's 
black pacer Molina Wilkes C204 ), two in 
three heats, over the half-mile course. Miss 
Penelope won the first heat by about five 
lengths, the Evans entry breaking badly 
near the finish. The second heat, however, 
was a close and clean race, in which the 
mare won by a head. This was the second 
the first 
one, two weeks previously, having also re- 
sulted in favor of the Patterson horse.

In Amer- 
ican railroad bonds there is still, of course, 
a large amount of British capital invested, 
not only by trusts and corporations, but 
by private capitalists. But we question 
very much whether British capital is very 
largely represented among the holders of* 
preferred and ‘common stocks, and it is 
quite obvious that the amount of floating 
stock is almost insignificantly small... The 
shiploads of securities which found their 
way to New York last year and the year 
before have not found their way back, nor 
is there any likelihood that they ever will. 


Probably not. The shiploads in ques- 
tion were attracted this way by reason 
of the fact that some were recalled in 
the normal process of debt liquidation, 
and others were in better demand at 
than in London. They were not 
“unloaded "” by reason of uneasiness on

With 
the United States giving twice in more 
ways than by giving quickly, and the na- 
tions where mental are slow 
getting in motion after their own fashion, 
the survivors of the volcanic eruption will 
be put out of danger of starvation and be 
tided safely over the period of adjustment 
to new conditicns.

The labor problem, always a 
difficult one in the West Indies, will be- 
come absolutely insoluble if the distribu- 
tion of free foed is prolonged longer than is 
necessary, or if it is extended to any for 
whom paid employment can be provided. 
The planters whose estates have escaped 
devastation will their fields turn to 
jungle if for a single season the cultivation 
of them is not the alternative of hunger 
for the only West Indians capable of out- 
door labor, and that would be ruin as com- 
piete even a volcano can work. The 
situation is a delicate one. Almost in- 
evitably the distribution of the supplies 
must be by persons with little knowledge 
of West Indian conditions, and they will 
have to do a lot of thinking if they are to 
avoid doing harm while doing good.

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AMERICAN STUDENTS 
ENCOURAGED IN PARIS 


M. Croiset Anticipates a Reciprocal 
Movement. 


Thinks French Students Will 
Come to This Country—Change in 
Paris University Methods. 


in Turn 


M. Croiset, Dean of the Sorbonne at Paris, 
and one of the representatives sent here by 
the French Government for the Rocham- 
beau ceremonies, said last evening at the 
Waldorf, while discussing French and 
American universities with a reporter for 
Tne New YorK Times, that lately there 
had been such a large number of American 
students going to France for scientific and 
literary studies that it looked as if it would 
develop into a reciprocal national move- 
ment. It has been stated that one of the 
reasons for sending M. Croiset at the pres- 
ent moment was to give him an opper- 
tunity to study American universities and 
also to encourage the coming of American 
students to France. 

“In time,”’ continued M. Croiset, ‘it is 
probable that the French students will, in 
their turn, come to America to get that 
acquaintance with this wonderful new world 
which is now becoming necessary to the 
student of literature, of science, of politics, 
and of business. Of course this is only 
particularizing the well-known fact that 
any student should live for a while among 
a people different from his own. Thus he 
absorbs ideas which can’t be gotten in any 
other way. This will probably be the great- 
est value of the scholarships given by 
Cecil Rhodes for the purpose of sending 
American students to Oxford. 

“There is a certain rapprochement in the 
temperament of the French and American 
peoples. The political relations between 
them always have been cordial. Recog- 
nizing these facts, the movement to en- 
courage the American students to come to 
us and our students to come here has re- 
ceived impetus of late. 

“The idea of encouraging American stu- 
dents took its birth not long after the reor- 
ganization of our educational system about 
twenty years ago. Previous, to this reor- 
ganization we had a University of Paris 
only in name. In it there were no students 
in the real sense of the word, they being 
divided up among special schools like the 
Polytechnique. We had great professors, 
it is true, such as Cousin, Michelet, and 
Taine, but these men spoke largely to the 
public and not to students. They enter- 
tained and only exposed the great conclu- 
sions of their work. What we needed were 


men who would enter into processes and 
methods and teach students how the cun- 
clusions were obtained. So, in order to ac- 
complish this, a law was passed really 
uniting all the special schools and forming 
one great University of Paris. This brought 
about a sort of renaissance in French learn- 
ing, which is now bearing its fruit. 

“With the change of system we built a 
new university on the site of the old Sor- 
bonne. It is magnificently equipped, and is 
considered one of the most beautiful uni- 
versity buildings in the world. Of course, 
with the new university the old life ia 
the Latin Quarter, with its gayety, jis 
charming, happy-go-lucky students, passed 
away in a certain measure. Even the gris- 
ette type has almost Mee ere ay Mh girl 
with whom the students used to prome- 
nade amid the trees and flowers of the 
Luxembourg Garden and listen to the mu- 
sic of the milltary bonds; she of whom one 
sang: 

Mimi, Mimi Pinson 
Elle n’avait qu'un bonnet. 

““We made special inducements for for- 
eign students, and above all Americans, to 
come to this new university. Formerly a 
student not educated in the French lycees 
could scarcely take any of our degrees. {[n 
order to remedy this we provided that the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy could be 
conferred upon the graduate of any foreign 
university who studied for two years with 
us, if he coyld pass the examination and 
write an acceptable thesis in either F¥ench 
or Latin. 

“The attempt to attract American stu- 
dents has been eminently successful, and 
every year the number is increasing. This 
year we have had enrolled about forty 
young men and as many young women, 
several of whom probably will take degrees 
this year. z 

“This number does not of course include 
the several hundreds who follow what is 
known as the open courses, free to the 
public. These open courses are pecullar to 
the University of Paris, I believe. They 
are exhaustive courses on literature and 
history and political science maintained 
by the most brilliant professors of France. 

‘*In sum, T believe that we now almost 
equal Germany in the number of students 
who visit us among those who go abroad 
partlv to learn the language and customs 
of other peoples and partly to perfect their 
knowledge of books.”

Ex-Controller Andrew H. Green has sent 
out the following correspondence between 
himself and Controller Greut respecting the 
Rapid Transit Commission: 

To Controller Grout: 

I wish to commend your recently published 
flatement that, as a member of the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission, you favor public sessions of that 
body in the future, on the ground that all pub- 
lic business should be done in an open and pub- 
lic manner. I am also glad to be informed by 
“sur statement that the Mayor sustains the 
position you have taken in this matter. 

Allow me w take this occasion to solicit your 
views as to other aspects of the Rapid Transit 
eituation which to my mind e greatly in need 
of change and reformation, and to ask that you 
*ilt use the infiuence of your public station and 
your high renutation to awaken citizens general- 
iy to an appreciation of the present (to put it 
mildly) unsatisfactory condition of its affairs. 

The vroposition is generally accepted, I think, 
that the public values residing in the right to 
use the surface and sub-surface of the streets 
und avenues of the city should be so conserved 
&s to yield in some form the largest possible 
revenue and convenience to the people, and 
that the, determination of the question of extend- 
ing existing railroad franchises and granting 
new ones should be left, under reasonable limi- 
tations, to those elected by and responsible to 
the citizens generally. 

We find, however, that the most remarkable 
powers in this direction have been vested in the 
Rapid Transit Commission, a body of elght per- 
sons, two only of whom (the Mayor and Con- 
tholler ex officio) are elective, The six others 
are versons, for whom great respectability and 
wisdom are claimed, and who—presumably be- 
cause of this claim—have been constituted by 
the Legislature into a self-perpetuating body 
having no direct accountability to the public. In 
them has been vested the power to lay our rapid 
transit routes over, under, upon, through, and 
across any streets, avenues, and lands in the 
city, and after the route has been determined 
upon, to let a contract for the building and the 
operation of a railroad on terms to suit such as 
the commission may prescribe The contractar, 
selected by the commission, is to be allowed not 
only the use of the city’s credit, insuring a low 
interest rate, for the raising of the necessary 
funds for his business, but he may also be 
gianted a total exemption from taxation upon 
his franchise and his property directly or in- 
directly used in the enterprise 

This is a brief and incomplete statement of the 
vast powers vested in this unelected and unrepre- 
sentative public body largely through its own 
@gency, but it is sufficient, as it 
to at once raise the question of the wisdom of 
continuing to conduct the rapid transit develop- 
ments of the city through a body so constituted 

I do not wish to revert to the question that 
has elsewhere and hitherto been raised by disin- 
terested citizens as to the allged unwise use of 
the powers committed to it by law that has 
already been made by this commission in the 
making of the contract for the tunnel now builld- 
ing. My object, for the present, is rather to ques- 
tion the wisdom and expediency of allowing any 
number of citizens, whatever may be their repu- 
tation for ability or respectability, to exercise 
the extraordinary powers vested in this com- 
mission without that responsibility to the people 
which elected public servants must recognize. 
In any event the power to grant exemption from 
taxation should be withdrawn, and the power 
abrogated to extend the subway on the terms 
contained in the extraordinary contract that the 
commission has already made Have we not 
had about enough of giving away property of 
the city that should yield revenues sufficient to 
very iargely reduce the burden of taxes? 

f shall much appreciate an expression of your

The rapid transit law, to my 
of paternalism worthy of some 
ment, but utterly at variance 
Can system, It is clearly the intention of the 
Constitution of the State that city officers 
Should be elected by the electors of the city or 
appointed by the local authorities. But it would 
appear that New York City was thought un- 
worthy or incapable of conducting its own trans- 
portation affairs, and so the State undertook to 
create for the city a commission to perform 
duties which legitimately belong to city officials, 

members of the commission were named by 
the State Legislature, not elected by the voters 
of the city nor appointed by any officials of the 
city, and, as if this were insufficient offense to 
the principles of self-government, the Com- 
missioners were endowed with unlimited terms of 
office and with power to fill vacancies which 
Might occur in their number. 

I know that the courts have upheld these pro- 
Visions as being within the terms of the Con- 
stitution, but it is still open to the pegple who 

their votes make and change constitutions 
to say that the spirit of the basic law has been 
Violated and local self-government trodden upon 
What would we say if a Board of Estimate, of 
Aldermen, or of Sinking Fund Commissioners 
Were provided for the city after the pattern of 
the Rapid Transit Commission? It is no#answer 
to say that this board has always consisted of 
six of the best citizens of New York, or that 
it is accomplishing the practical results sought 
and is creating a great and unprecedented system 
of rapid transit. 

Paternalism at its best always 
answer to those who assail it And to this 
board, which is essentially a State, not a city, 
body, are committed the resources and credit of 
the city. the use of its streets and avenues, a 
Well-nigh exclusive control of its franchises, its 
railroad terminals, and its transportation sys- 
tems of the future, the very life arteries of a 
modern city, and @xemption from taxation of 
the franchises and property which it creates, All 
this power has now been made so complete 
Dy recent legislation that New York City, it 
seems to me, must either insist that the State 
board which holds it shall next Winter be made 
a city board, of members either elected by the 
people of the city or appointed by the Mayor, 

. fer definite and not too long terms of office, or 
eise admit that this democratic city is unable by 
popular government properly to manage its own 
affairs. 

As Democrats we must oppose the continuance 
of such a law, whatever its practical results, 
and however excellent as citizens or eminent in 
the Democratic Party may be those who con- 
eeived or promoted it or who are now administer- 
ing it: and we should do so, if all other reason 
were lacking, for the sole reason that the law is 
faise and undemocratic in principle 

™ the thorough remodeling of this law which 
is due to come next Winter, I agree with you 
that the exemption from taxation should be end- 
ed. It is a thing which in all governments since 
the day when government began has always 
been the most hateful, and which should never 
have place or existence in a democracy, But [ 
would go further, and say that the construction 
and operation of a tunnel railway should never 
he let In one contract, but always separately, 
and with power in the city either to construct 
or to operate without contract 

The present contract was, 
inetantiy sublet im sections, with a profit said 
to be $8,000,000, which will go far toward equip- 
ping what will surely be one of the most profit- 
Able railways in the world. There were but two 
reni and responsible bidders, and they the rep- 
resentatives of great syndicates—-so enormous 
wae the scope and responsibility of the contract, 
Had the contract been for construction alone, 
divided into sections, the bidders would have 
been many and the city could have saved the 
millions. There would scarcely have been diffi- 
cuity, after construction, in leasing the railway 
on profitable terms for less than the fifty years 
period with twenty-five years renewal, for many, 
many cities have found it possible to lease their 
railways on good terms for twenty-five-year 
pertods 

The possible shortening of the lease to twenty- 
five years would, in all humag probability, have 
meant a three-cent, fare after its expiration 
Now we are bound to a five-cent fare for fifty 
years to come. Yet, so great are the advances 
and economies of science and invention that the 
three-cent fare is likely in another generation 
to be more profitable than is the five-cent fare 
to-day. A bill which ¥: almost the duplicate 
of this/law in combining?construction and opera- 
tion. in length of term and in fixing fare, but 
which did not, I believe, contain the hateful ex- 
emnption from taxation, was last Summer vetoed 
by the Governor of Massachusetts. Why should 
New Yor's permit such things to continue? 

T know it ie the fashion to speak of this sub- 
way as an instance of municipal ownership. It 
may be euch three generations hence. To-day it 
is merely a lending of municipal credit with ex- 
emntion from taxation for the benefit of indf- 
viduals. Municival ownership means something 
more than naked ownership It means owner- 
ship for the benefit of the city, not for the bene- 
fit of a private corporation. And whenever 
municipal ownership is impracticable, then the 
only recourse for the people is In the taxation 
ef franchises Here both remedies are taken 
from us. The city cannot beneficially own for 
fifty vears. neither can it tax, and this, too, at 
the time when the doctrine of the taxation of 
franchises. envually with other property, ts for 
the first time in the history of the State thor- 
ovehlv established, 

This may all be the futile hindsight which so 
easily blames the lack of foresieht Perhaps 
there were difficulties, not now apparent, which 
mede it seem necessary to enact such a law. Yet 
hed other provisions, more consonant with demo- 
evatic prinvinies, been suggested by the promot- 
ere of thie law. It seems scarcely conceivable 
that the State would have dented them. When 
the law had been obtained in its present form, 
perbans it was unavoidable then to make such a 
enntract. Just as fn, July next It will be unavold- 
pble to reneat many of the conditions in contract- 
fre for the extension to Brooklyn. But before 
pther extensions are undertaken there is time 
7 revice the law and to prevent other repetitions 
of ~what we have now to complain of.

The twenty-eighth annual meeting and 
election of officers of the Young Men's 
Hebrew Association was held yesterday 
afternoon at the association building, Nine- 
ty-second Stret and Lexington Avenue. 
Addresses were made by Justice Samuel 
Greenbaum, Jacob H. Schiff, Isidor Straus, 
and Justice Julius M. Mayer. 

President Percival S; Menken’s annual 
report showed the association to be in a 
prosperous ‘condition both socially and 
financially. He said, in part: 

“The income of the past year from va- 
rious sources has been $20,763.14, while 
the disbursements have reached a total 
of $20,200.64. 

“The permanent endowment fund has 
practically received no increase during the 
past year, and an effort must be ma@e 
during the coming year to substantially 
increase this fund. 

“The work of the past year for the em- 
ployment bureau shows it to have been 
the most satisfactory and the best in the 
history of the association. Positions were 
secured for 145 out of 358, that being the 
total number of applicants. 

“During the past year several confer- 
ences were held with people interested in 
establishing branches in different, portions 
of the city. Petitions from the young men 
of the lower east side were received and 
carefully examined into. A conference 
was heid with Prof. Richard Gottheil m 
regard to the Jewish ‘students of Colum- 
bia University. A conference was held 
with a committee interested in establish- 
ing a branch of our work in the Bronx; 
another conference was held with young 
men interested in establishing a branch 
of our work in Brooklyn. But after care- 
fully debating the problem presented we 
came to the conclusion that the work 
must be carried on upon the same lines in 
regard to branches and their establish- 
men as by our sister institution, and we so 
indicated, the result of which has been that 
sufficient interest has not been aroused in 
the localities clamoring for branches to 
enlist sufficient financlal support as yet 
to support them.”

FOWLER STATUE IS UNVEILED. 


Mayor Low Speaks at the Memorial 
Ceremony to the Fourteenth Regi- 
ment’s Old Colonel. 
In the presence of thousands 
yesterday a heroic statue of Gen. Edward 
B. Fowler, who was Colonel of the Four- 
teenth Regiment,: New York Volunteers, 
during the civil war, was unveiled in Fort 
Greene, Brooklyn, where just forty-one 
years ago the regiment broke camp to go 
to the front. The ceremony attendant on 
the unveiling was marked by the presence 
of the Fourteenth Regiment, N. G, N. Y.; 
the Fourteenth Regiment Veteran Associa- 
tion, and representatives from the other 
National Guard organizations in the Sec- 
ond Brigade. Brevet Major Gen. MeLeer, 
the commanding officer of the Second Bri- 
gade, and his staff were present in uni- 
form. Mayor Low, ex-District Attorney 
Ridgway, and Richard Young, Commission- 
er of Parks for Brooklyn and Queens, and 
others made addresses. 
The statue stands at the top of a green 
slope in the middle of the park, known as 
the playground. Two stands, decorated 


with bunting, formed an angle, at the 
juncture of which stood the statue. Ih 
the opening was massed the regiment and 
a throng of people. A guarg of honor 
made up of Spanish war veterans of the 
regiment stood about the circular granite 
base of ‘the statue. Ex-Assemblyman Ed- 
ward C, Brennan presided, and _  in- 
troduced Gen. Theodore 'B. Gates, who 
reviewed the history’ of the Fourteenth 
Regiment during the war. Just as 
Gen. Gates finished speaking Mrs. Ethel 
Moody, a graddaughter of Gen. Fow- 
ler, drew a cord and released the flags 
concealing the statue. As they dropped 
a detachment from the Second Naval Bat- 
talion fired a salute of eleven guns, and 
a large wreath was placed at the base of 
the figure. 

Borough President J. Edward Swanstrom 
then accepted the statue for the Borough 
of Brooklyn, and Mayor Low followed him 
in a speech of acceptance on the part of the 
city. Mayor Low said in part: 

““T have come here in the hope that in 
this presence I may receive a still fur- 
ther consecration to the public service. I 
come to,assure you that every man in 
New York City is proud to call the mem- 
bers of the Fourteenth Regiment their 
fellow-citizens.”” After paying a tribute 
to Gen. Fowler's character he said: 

“Who shall say that in the spirit world 
there is no wireless telegraphy, and that 
to-day there is no message that goes out 
from our hearts and reaches Gen. Fowler 
and your comrades who have gone before? 
If we cannot send a message to them, Gen. 
Fowler can at least send a message to us— 
that the United States of America is worth 
every sacrifice that any or all 6f us can 
make for it.’’

BURNED IN GAS EXPLOSION. 


Match Struck by Drunken Man Ignites 
Leak from a Main. 

Three men were burned about the head 
and body early yesterday morning by the 
explosion of gas at the base of an electric 
light pole at the southeast corner of Eighth 
Avenue and Twenty-seventh Street. There 
was a loud report, followed ‘by a sheet of 
flame which shot up from the ground, en- 
veloping three men who were standing near 
the pole and setting fire to their clothes. 
The whole neighborhood was aroused by the 
explosion. 

John Sullivan of 355 Eighth Avenue, John 
Reilly of 316 Ninth Avenue, and Robert 
Oehler of 106 West One Hundred and Sec- 
ond Street were standing near the electric 
light pole, when a man very much the 
worse for liquor aneeered up to the pole 
and attempted to light his pipe. He made 
several attempts to strike a match against 
the pole, but was unsuccessful, until he 
lurched forward and fell. The match flared 
up as he fell to the ground, and dropped 
through a crack in the sidewalk. The gas 
which had accumulated from the leak in 
the main directly under the pole immedi- 
ately exploded. 

The three men who were standing near 
the pole were assisting the man to his feet 
when the report came, followed by the 
flash of flame. He had rolled into the gut- 
ter, and when the flame shot up @proush 
the sidewalk he was safe from “Yanger. 
Sullivan and his companions!who were on 
the sidewalk were less fortunate. Reilly 
was thrown into the doorway of the cor- 
ner saloon, and the two others were hurled 
into the street. Their clothes were aflame, 
but a policeman and several pedestrians 
who were attracted by the report rushed to 
them and extinguished the blaze, which 
enveloped them, before they were seriously 
burned. 

DIED FROM ACCIDENTAL SHOT. 


William Rafferty Succumbs to Wound 
Inflicted by a Companion. 
William Rafferty, nineteen years of age, 
died in St. John’s Hospitatin Long Island 
City, yesterday, from the effects of a pis- 
tol shot sustained on Nov, 22 last. The 
wound was accidentally inflicted by Frank 
Tracey. The two young men were em- 
loyed in the -office of an iron works in 
song Island City. The firm had a re- 
volver which it was customary for one of 
them to carry when they went to the bank. 
The custom was for the cartridges to be 
withdrawn as soon as they returned to the 

office.
